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Scoot Over!

Anew breed of scooter startups 
is moving fast and breaking things on San 
Francisco sidewalks. In the past few weeks, 
three new motorized scooter-share com- 
panies have plopped hundreds of two- 
wheeled electric scooters all over the city, 
and their unauthorized first month has 
been a bumpy ride. 

Depending on who you ask, these 
app-powered scooters are either an ur- 
ban-mobility revolution that cuts down 
on emissions, or a for-profit menace 
that disrespects pedestrians, flouts city 
safety regulations, and litters e-waste 
detritus on city sidewalks. 

The first of these scooters arrived 
on St. Patrick’s Day, when the bright- 
green LimeBike scooters, called Lime-S, 
simply appeared by the dozens without 
permits. Competitors Bird and Spin saw 
them get away with it, and immediately 
followed suit. Now these dockless elec- 
tric-scooter companies are receiving 
cease-and-desist letters, being grilled by 
San Francisco supervisors, and getting 
confiscated and impounded. 

“We have been receiving mounting 
complaints from the public about the 
scooters blocking the pedestrian path 
of travel on the sidewalks,” Department 
of Public Works Policy and Communi- 
cations Director Rachel Gordon told SF 
Weekly, just hours after 66 scooters were 
impounded Friday. “Public Works street 
inspectors deemed the specific ones we 
removed today to be safety hazards.” 

She added there could be more con- 
fiscations to come. 

“We will impound those [scooters] 
deemed to be hazards on a com- 
plaint-by-complaint basis. If we get a 
complaint, we will send out an inspec- 
tor,” she said. 

Common gripes about the dockless 
electric scooters, which can zip around 
at up to 15 miles per hour, include 
people riding illegally on sidewalks and 
parking them in places that obstruct 
pedestrian paths. Plus, they’re operating 
without city permission. 

Sup. Aaron Peskin unloaded on these 
companies at Monday’s Board of Su- 
pervisors Land Use and Transportation 
Committee, which had several of the 
startups’ executives in attendance. 

“It would be very nice if the tech bros 
could come in and ask in a collaborative 
fashion for permission rather than after- 
the-fact forgiveness,’ Peskin said. 

“When I see hyberbolic fallacies 
being expounded by CEOs about how 
every scooter that has jumped on our 
sidewalk is somehow ‘one less car,’ and

how seniors, pedestrians, and parents 
walking their kids to school somehow 
just need to get over themselves and get 
out of the way of this life-changing in- 
novative machine | frankly find it to be 
offensive and arrogant,” he fumed. 

Carl Hansen, the director of govern- 
ment affairs for scooter company Bird, 
defended the scooters as an innovative 
alternative to gas-guzzling cars. 

“San Francisco has the laudable tar- 
get of getting to 80 percent of trips to 
be non-automotive by 2030,” Hansen 
said. “For that to happen, riders are 
going to need to shift to new technolo- 
gies. And we think we’ve found some- 
thing that can really help with that.” 

He also noted the Bird is trying 
mightily to comply with regulations. 

“We're the first company that offers 
a free helmet directly through the app 
to any rider that requests one,” he 
pointed out. 

These scooter companies are not 
scrappy little startups, but massively 
well-funded venture-capital empires. 
Bird, founded by a former Uber exec- 
utive, is flying high with $115 million 
in funding. LimeBike has raised more 
than $130 million. 

With this cash comes an aggress- 
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ive stance against local regulations. 
Bird sent an “emergency” email to its 
riders in advance of Monday’s Board 
committee meeting, claiming, “It has 
come to our attention that the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors is 
considering banning Birds and other 
electric vehicles — and doing so via an 
extraordinary regulatory maneuver, 
usually reserved for emergencies like 
earthquakes.” 

But this was not an emergency 
measure, nor was it a ban on scooters. 
Peskin introduced the legislation back 
in early March, and it merely proposes 
fines for unpermitted scooters. 

“If we had bad intel, I apologize for 
that,” Hansen said Monday. 

Before Monday’s meeting even 
began, however, the city was making 
moves. Just hours before the commit- 
tee meeting City Attorney Dennis Her- 
rera sent a cease-and-desist to all three 
scooter companies, accusing them of 
“endangering public health and safe- 
ty.” Herrera’s letter does not demand 
the scooters’ removal, but gives them 
until April 30 to submit plans for legal 
compliance. 

San Francisco isn’t the only city 
where scooter companies have gotten 
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into regulatory hot water. In February, 
Bird agreed to pay a $300,000 fine to 
the city of Santa Monica for failing to 
secure permits and business licenses 
before launching. 

These repeat offenses enrage pedes- 
trian advocates. 

“Some of these companies launched 
in other cities before they launched 
here,’ Walk San Francisco Policy and 
Program Director Cathy DeLuca tells 
SF Weekly. “We expected them to have 
better lessons learned. 

“Instead of blanketing the streets 
with scooters, they could have blan- 
keted the streets with ambassadors 
teaching people how to ride the scoot- 
ers, where to ride the scooters, and 
really keep up an actual presence on 
the streets until there is compliance,” 
she adds. 

Walk San Francisco cites the ex- 
ample of a 63-year-old Hayes Valley 
man who was hospitalized after trip- 
ping over a scooter that obstructed 
the sidewalk. Social media has been 
awash with photos of the scooters 
tossed into the bay, busted up and 
abandoned, or littering sidewalks in 
ways that clearly create hazards for 
wheelchairs, the visually impaired, or 
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any parent pushing a stroller. 

The images imply the problem is 
huge, but SF Weekly did an informal 
eyeball test during a weeknight rush 
hour, strolling through two down- 
town-adjacent areas — South of Mar- 
ket and Mission Bay — that these apps 
indicated had a high concentration of 
scooters. 

We observed a total of 24 people 
riding rental scooters. Only one of 
them was riding legally — on the 
street, and with a helmet. 

The majority — some 14 in all 
— were riding the scooters on the 
street as they're supposed to, but they 
weren't wearing helmets. That’s a dan- 
gerous move, but one that isn’t techni- 
cally illegal if you're over 18. But more 
than a third of these riders (nine) were 
driving their scooters on the sidewalk 
and without helmets, including one 
couple who were double-riding. 

Scooter users did better in the park- 
ing department. Of the 18 scooters we 
saw docked, 11 were parked properly at 
curbside. The other seven were parked 
illegally, smack dab in the middle of 
sidewalks, or leaning against buildings 
in ways that clearly obstructed pedes- 
trian travel. 

This is not a scientific analysis, just 
a snapshot of one evening's rush hour. 
But it indicates that most scooter users 
aren't aware of legal scooter etiquette, 
or just don’t care. 

That said, the scooter firms are 
proactively responding to the backlash. 
Bird said they will begin requiring rid- 
ers to upload a photo to ensure their 
scooter was parked properly. 

The Board committee voted unani- 
mously Monday to authorize the SFM- 
TA to issue the companies citations for 
scooter violations, a proposal which 
goes before the full Board on April 24. 

“We're not trying to ban any of 
these companies or these modes of 
transportation,” Sup. Katy Tang said 
on Monday. “We’re just simply saying 
until the regulatory framework is in 
place, until the SFMTA issues permits, 
you cannot leave these items unattend- 
ed and unpermitted on our sidewalks.” 

It’s hard to argue with anything that 
moves society away from car ownership 
and riding. But the launch-first-com- 
ply-later mentality of LimeBike, Bird, 
and Spin makes lawmakers feel they’ve 
been flipped the Bird and told to sit 
and Spin.

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Cleaning Up Someone Else’s Mess 


The Navy and the federal government will soon have to answer to Sup. Malia Cohen about their failure to clean up Hunters Point.

A heavily contaminated area of 
San Francisco filled with decades of 
waste from an old Navy shipyard is con- 
sidered one of the most toxic sites in the 
nation. Hunters Point, on the city’s 
southeastern edge, used to be home toa 
nuclear-testing site where government 
scientists examined ships exposed to ra- 
diation. A sloppy mishandling of toxic 
items — such as the dumping of huge 
amounts of contaminated sand and acid 
into San Francisco Bay — resulted in soil 
samples today testing positive for toxic 
levels of petroleum compounds, mer- 
cury, and lead. 

Hunters Point has been slated for 
renovation since the Environmental 
Protection Agency declared it a Super- 
fund site in 1989. In the years since, 


more than $1 billion of taxpayer money 


has been spent on the cleanup, and 
developers have long eyed the 500 
acres as an eventual site for thousands 
of valuable housing units. More than 
$300 million in federal funds was 
awarded to Tetra Tech, which until 
2015 was charged with the task of 
testing soil, structures, and drains for 
contamination. 

But as the city began to prepare for 
Hunters Point’s future, a disturbing 
investigation came to light. Last Sep- 
tember, the Navy’s review of the old 
shipyard uncovered a slew of evidence 
hinting at data manipulation and the 
falsification of soil samples. 

The EPA followed up, finding that 
97 percent of soil samples in one sec- 
tion and 90 percent of another were 
suspect. 

In a letter made public last week, 
John Chesnutt, a regional EPA Super- 
fund manager, wrote that, “In summa- 
ry, the data analyzed showed a wide- 
spread pattern of practices that appear 
to show deliberate falsification, failure 
to complete the work in a manner re- 
quired ... or both.” 

As word spread about the massive 
failures on behalf of Tetra Tech and 
the federal government to clean up 
Hunters Point, local politicians have 
been under fire for not doing more to 
address the issue. 

“This is the largest eco-fraud in the 
United States,” Steve Zeltzer, a member 
of United Public Workers for Action, 
told a crowd in front of the Federal 
Building Monday. “Why are most of the 
politicians silent?” 

Zeltzer must not have talked to Sup. 
Malia Cohen. On Tuesday, the District 
10 leader challenged that assumption 
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with a powerful speech that lambasted 
Tetra Tech, the federal government, 
and the Navy. 

“There are questions around wheth- 
er or not the land families live on now 
is safe,” she said, noting that her office 
has been flooded with calls from con- 
stituents in the past few weeks. 

“We've had expecting families con- 
tacting our office to express real fears 
about giving birth near the shipyard, 
about raising their children, about our 
four-legged furry friends walking on 
open spaces. I’ve got people asking 
how to get out of their leases because 
they’re worried about the safety of 
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their families.” 

Citing the Navy’s “exceptionally 
poor job of communicating with the 
public,” Cohen has called for a hearing 
on the shipyard’s cleanup to better un- 
derstand the disputes between federal 
regulators and the Navy surrounding 
the amount of testing that needs to be 
done, and the methodology of how it 
should be conducted. 

On an environmental front, the 
cleanup has been a disaster, but Cohen 
didn’t shy away from making the point 
that the lackluster efforts are indicative 
of systemic racial discrimination. 

“In no other community in San 
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Francisco would a disgraceful site 

like this be allowed to exist,’ she said, 
noting that it’s no coincidence that 
the failed cleanup is in a location 

that houses 20 percent of the city’s 
African-American population. “This is 
environmental injustice of a huge pro- 
portion,’ she said. 

Having a thorough understanding of 
exactly how dangerous Hunters Point 
is and where the cleanup went wrong 
is one thing — but Cohen hinted at 
something bigger in her speech. 

“No one has been held account- 
able,” she said. “No one has paid a fine, 
faced criminal charges for fraud. It’s 
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absolutely outrageous. We all should 
be upset. We all should be enraged and 
disgusted by the casual approach our 
federal government has taken in clean- 
ing up land they have poisoned.” 

By exposing the failures of the 
above entities, the hearing could open 
them up to future lawsuits. But Cohen 
is ready. 

“It’s gonna be a hearing, and it’s 
gonna go down,’ she said.

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Up trom the Streets 


With a big state endorsement, the Downtown Streets Team could be the next big model in solving 


homelessness.

Every weekday morning, a group 


of people in yellow shirts gathers on 
Market to clean up streets in dire need of 
attention. While many people blame the 
city’s homeless population for the lit- 
tered sidewalks, the people in the yellow 
shirts live on the streets themselves — 
and they’re working their way back from 
the margins. 

In the past two years, these crews 
in bright-colored shirts have cleaned 
up more than 580,000 pounds of de- 
bris and 29,000 needles from places 
like Union Square, the Mission, and 
Civic Center, as part of the Downtown 
Streets Team (DST). Workers show up 
each day for four hours, receive a gift 
card they can use on basic needs, then 
work with a case manager to connect 
with housing or permanent jobs. 

“There are no paths directly from 
the streets into workforce develop- 
ment,’ says Brandon Davis, DST San 
Francisco project director. “Our goal 
isn’t just to provide social services — 
it’s to legitimately change the face of 
homelessness and dispel the myths 
around them.” 

After years of supporting itself 
through grants, the organization 
received a big endorsement that may 
affect its operations in the long term. Last 
week, the League of California Cities and 
the California State Association of Counties’ 
Joint Homelessness Task Force recognized 
the Downtown Streets Team as a “best prac- 
tice” for its effective support of people experi- 
encing homelessness. 

“It’s really a game-changer for us,” says 
Chris Richardson, DST chief program officer 
and son of founder Eileen Richardson. “Be- 
cause what we do is so unique and it’s a new 
concept to address homelessness, people had 
to take a leap of faith with us.” 

The endorsement could mean more city 
contracts or grants, which Davis says they’ve 
received offers for. But they’ve also turned 
some down to ensure that they grow at a 
healthy pace by sticking to workforce develop- 
ment among people 18 or older. 

DST operates in six Northern California 
cities and counties, and launched its San 
Francisco chapter about two years ago with 
the help of a $500,000 grant from Google. 
Since then, the city chapter has expanded 
from 15 to 60 workforce development slots, 
which Davis stresses are intended to be tran- 
sitional. At least 15 people have found full- 
time work with a partnering contractor, while 
32 have been placed into supportive housing. 

While other groups focus on finding 
much-needed housing for those living on the

streets, DTS re-integrates people into the 
workforce in a visible way. More importantly, 
it gives people often ignored by society a 
sense of purpose and a goal to work toward. 
According to DST data, 68 percent have re- 
ported fewer interactions with the police. 

Take it from someone who’s been through 
the ranks. Darryl Cage started as a yellow 
shirt more than a year ago. Today, he is still 
out there, but in a purple shirt, which means 
he oversees the teams and provides support. 

Cage attests to the DST model, which he 
says works because regular interactions with 
other people begin with a casual conversation 
by people who have been in the same boat. 
His motivation is reaching out to people who 
have been forgotten and getting them to 
regularly show up to work so they can achieve 
their piece of the American Dream. 

“It’s not how you start the race sometimes, 
it’s how you finish it,” Cage says. “This is a 
beautiful thing to see.” 

DST sought to open-source the model for 
other organizations before being officially 
named a best practice but struggled to com- 
fortably replicate it, Richardson says. Now 
that they operate in multiple cities, they 
know the details need to be tailored to each 
community. 

By next year, they hope to roll out a model 
of peer-to-peer outreach and workforce devel- 
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opment that affiliates could take on around 
the state, in places like Eureka and West 
Oakland. 

“We don’t see ourselves as the be-all-end- 
all of homeless services,” Richardson says. 
“We're trying to turn Downtown Streets 
Team into a movement, not just a charity.” 

DST spent time cleaning near the city’s 
navigation center at 1515 South Van Ness 
Ave. shortly after it launched last June, which 
Department of Homelessness and Supportive 
Housing spokesperson Randy Quezada says 
was helpful for once-skeptical neighbors. 

“This type of partnership is important, and 
we re exploring ways to expand these types of 
offerings,” Quezada says. 

Navigation centers proved themselves to 
be a constructive model for homelessness be- 
fore city leaders scrambled to open more. DST 
knows they have something to be carefully 
replicated, too. 

‘Just like you had Uber first, then you 
had Lyft? It’s coming,” Cage says. “Mark my 
words.”

Upper Market (Finally) 
Gets an Awesome 
New Bike Lane 


A fresh lick of green paint and some beautiful 
new cement buffers are turning Upper Market 
from arisky corridor to a safe route home.

Bike commuters heading home last week en- 
countered a new set of obstructions as they huffed and 
puffed up Market Street past Octavia: a slew of orange 
cones. Unlike their vehicular counterparts, however, these 
temporary obstacles blocking the bike lane are harbingers of 
a positive change. It’s been years in the making, but last 
week ground finally broke on Upper Market’s much-needed 
protected bike lane. 

Work on the first phase of the project — a bright, 
Kermit-green bike lane and a low, curb-height cement 
buffer — began last week, although the project won't be 
done until early May. This week, the SFMTA will paint 
the entirety of the soon-to-be-protected stretch between 
Octavia Boulevard and Duboce Avenue and create some 
painted bike boxes at intersections, allowing cyclists to 
gather somewhere other than the tight space between 
cars and the curb. 

In a lucky twist, the construction of the concrete 
“islands” (those aforementioned cement curbs separat- 
ing the bike lane from car traffic) began a week ahead 
of schedule. The original plan was to finish one block of 
cement buffer each Sunday, in time for Bike to Work Day 
on May 10, but it appears it might be done earlier than 
the deadline. Once the islands are complete, signage 
will be installed directing drivers on how to navigate 
around the new infrastructure and safe-hit posts will be 
installed. 

The new bike lane is a significant safety improvement 
that should be celebrated, but it didn’t come without a 
battle. After years of community meetings, the entire 
project was threatened by the vocal opposition of the 
San Francisco Fire Department, which argued that the 
buffers would pose challenges for truck ladders when 
fighting fires along Market. 

“The design materially compromises the safety of 
firefighters and local residents,’ Fire Chief Joanne Hayes- 
White wrote in a letter to the SFMTA earlier this year. 

For a while, it seemed like all the SFMTA hours spent 
on the project and the community’s input would be 
thrown out the window. But in the end, the protected 
bike lane moved forward — albeit with a protected buffer 
between bicycles and a vehicle loading zone, instead of 
the originally proposed parking spots. 

“We're thrilled to see these bike lanes finally under 
construction, Brian Wiedenmeyer, executive director 
of the San Francisco Bicycle Coalition, tells SF Weekly. 
“Our members made their voices heard and held the city 
accountable in order to make it happen. Thanks to hun- 
dreds of people pulling together and speaking up, we're 
on the verge of seeing physically protected bike lanes 
that will transform this stretch of Upper Market Street 
into a safer, more welcoming place to bike.” 

The protected bike lane is a bold move to improve the 
city’s most dangerous intersection — that of Market and 
Octavia, where innumerable collisions and a handful of 
traffic fatalities have occured in the past decade. Here’s 
hoping the SFMTA turns its attention to another horrific 
piece of car-centric design — such as Market and Church 
street: —— Mex, 
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Where Do We 
Grow from Here? 


What does the future hold 
for regulated marijuana in 
California? 


While Californians prepare to 
celebrate 4/20, the cannabis industry 
finds itself at a crossroads. It’s been 
nearly four months since adult-use mari- 
juana became available for sale in cities 
across the state, but bureaucratic red tape 
and cumbersome taxes remain major 
roadblocks on the path to a fully realized 
market. 

When Berkeley Patients Group COO 
Sean Luse first opened the doors to his 
dispensary on Jan. 1, he knew the ini- 
tial numbers might level out. However, 
what’s he found is that some of BPG’s 
longtime patients are now avoiding his 
dispensary in favor of growing their 
own plants at home or purchasing can- 
nabis through unregulated channels. 
Luse is pretty sure he knows the reason 
why. 

“A lot of what we point to is the 
sticker shock that people are getting 
from the dispensaries,” he says. “It feels 
like we've lost some of our legacy med- 
ical patients, and we've replaced them 
with new adult-use consumers — but it 
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wasn't like we just kept everybody we 
already had and then let the rest of the 
adults in. We’ve kind of scattered the 
market in a lot of ways in California.” 

The rising price of cannabis has 
certainly taken many medical patients 
by surprise. As part of the regulations 
put in place following the passage 
of Proposition 64, marijuana is now 
taxed across the supply chain, leading 
to compounded taxes that ultimately 
result in a substantially higher cost to 
customers. 

Luse — who also serves as a board 
member of the California Cannabis 
Industry Association — notes that 
while the prices won't put dispensaries 
like BPG out of business, they have left 
retailers with far slimmer profits than 
they'd originally anticipated. 

“We're not trying to exaggerate 
how bad it is,” Luse explains, “but 
we ve definitely realized just how 
much of the market is not being 
served by legally licensed outlets. 
We're seeing a modest gross in our 
business. We’re a little bit up from 
last year, but it’s nothing bonkers 
like two or three times more, yet 
the market should've easily grown 
that much going from medical to 
adult-use. In fact, the market did 
grow that much, but the state and 
its cities just haven’t been able to 
capture it.” 
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One possible solution is AB 3157, 

a California Assembly bill that would 
reduce the state’s excise tax from 15 
percent to 11 percent and temporarily 
suspend a cultivation tax imposed on 
growers. Spearheaded by Republican 
Assemblyman Tom Lackey of Palmdale, 
AB 3157 would offer some financial 
relief to cannabis businesses that are 
losing sales to unregulated alternatives 
by simply following the current letter 
of law. 

As Luse sees it, the tax situation is 
something the market should be able 
to absorb in the long-term. The real dif- 
ficulty is the abrupt shift to a sizeable 
tax, essentially from nothing. By leap- 
ing into the regulated market without 
offering a bridge or transition period 







for existing patients, California has 
alienated some of the consumers it was 
counting on to kick-start the industry’s 
next chapter. 

“T think a lot of local governments 
have to get their heads on straight and 
realize the importance of that,” Luse 
says. ‘It’s getting there, but not any 
time quick enough.” 

Another point of contention is the 
fact that while marijuana may be legal 
under California law, there are still very 
few places to buy it. According to a re- 
cent Mercury-News investigation, only 
one in seven California cities currently 
allows recreational sales. 

“There is a crushing bottleneck 
at the local level,” Luse notes of the 
state’s current permit

situation. “It’s so hard in so many juris- 
dictions.” 

In this sense, the Bay Area is ac- 
tually ahead of the curve. While the 
number of applicants eager for permits 
in cities like San Francisco, Oakland, 
and Berkeley remains high — a Febru- 
ary lottery in Oakland awarded eight 
permits to a group of more than 100 
applicants — at least permits get is- 
sued at all. In Los Angeles, momentum 
for the adult-use market has ground to 
a halt thanks to local in-fighting and 
the myriad jurisdictions the county 
oversees. 

“T do think that has been a continu- 
ous story here in California,” Luse says. 
“The Bay Area is out ahead of the rest 

of the state and doing it better. It’s 
not perfect, but it’s definitely better 
here than in a lot of areas.” 

For now, Luse has a busy weekend 
ahead. Despite the industry’s stum- 
bles, he expects a big crowd for the 
4/20 festivities being offered at BPG. 
Perhaps some recently procured tax 
refunds will be exchanged reefer. Ei- 
ther way, the doors will be open. Luse 
just wants to make sure they never 
have to close.

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Making the most of the 
initiative process

This week's question comes from PZ, who asks: 


Q: “| discovered that San Francisco has deliberately 
put public health at risk for quite some time. | would like 
to put something on the ballot to address this Issue. | 
have the following questions: 1. Can anyone, San Fran- 
cisco resident or not, put something on the ballot? 2. 
How would | get started on this matter? 3. Is there any 
agency or group that can help me?” 


A:\am glad to see you are Interested In direct action 
as part of our democracy. Local laws may be made 
through the Board of Supervisors, which involves the 
board introducing an ordinance. An ordinance requires 
consideration at two separate meetings at least five 
days apart, a first reading and final passage by six of 
the 11 supervisors. Laws may be enacted Is through the 
initiative process in the form of a ballot measure. Your 
question concerns the Initiative process. A lawyer with 
expertise in elections procedures should be consulted 
in any effort to pass an initiative, as the requirements 
are both lengthy and exacting. 

To pass a law through the initiative process, one 
must submit an initiative petition, with a $200 filing 
fee, to the Department of Elections. The initiative peti- 
tion must be filed with a Notice of Intent to Circulate a 
Petition, the full text of the proposed measure and a re- 
quest that the city attorney prepare a ballot title and 


Summary of the proposed measure. The filing fee 
will be waived if submitted with a petition con- 
taining valid signatures of 400 registered San 
Francisco voters. However, additional signatures 
must be gathered to get the initiative on the bal- 
lot. 

A charter amendment requires 10 percent of 
the total number of voters in the Department of 
Election's most recent official report of registra- 
tion to the Secretary of State. An ordinance or 
declaration of policy requires 5 percent of the 
votes cast for all candidates for mayor at the 
most recent municipal election. A proponent has 
180 days from the date of receipt of the city attor- 
ney's ballot title and summary to obtain signa- 
tures and file the petition. The notice and the 
ballot title and summary of the proposed mea- 
sure must also be published in a newspaper of 
general circulation, like the San Francisco Examiner. 
The proponent must then gather signatures through a 
specific process. 

If an initiative petition meets all legal requirements, 
contains sufficient valid signatures and is submitted 
within 180 days from receipt of ballot title and summary 
and at least 120 days prior to an election, the measure 
will qualify. 

The proponent then must file numerous materials to 
be included in the Voter Information Pamphlet. The ma- 
terials submitted for publication in the voter pamphlet 
are made available for public examination at the De-

partment of Election's office for 10 calendar days imme- 
diately following the filing deadline. During this 10-day 

period, any San Francisco voter may seek a writ of man- 
date or an injunction to amend or delete the material on 
the grounds that the material is false, misleading or in- 

consistent with the purposes of the Voter Information 


Pamphlet. 


The director of elections then determines the title 
and letter designation of each measure, assigning letter 


pares an Impartial question or gen- 
eral statement that will be printed 
on the ballot and in the Voter Infor- 
mation Pamphlet. Within the same 
period, the controller prepares an 
Impartial financial analysis of each 
measure that includes the amount of 
any Increase or decrease in the cost 
of city and county government and 
the effect of the measure on the tax 
rate. 

The Ballot Simplification Commit- 
tee prepares a summary of each lo- 
cal ballot measure in simple 
language, written as close as possi- 
ble to an eighth grade reading level. 
Each summary explains the main 
purposes and points of the measure 
including four sections: the way it is 
now, the proposal, what a “Yes” 
vote means and what a “No” vote 
means. 

Proponents and opponents then 
have an opportunity to state their 


positions on the measure for inclusion in the voter pam- 
phlet. Those arguments, if any, are submitted in favor of 
or against each measure. Generally, a simple majority is 
required to adopt a charter amendment, ordinance or 
declaration of policy. 

The date for the commencement of the process for 


this election passed on Feb. 5, so you will have to either

Wu-Tang Clan’s RZA will bring the mothafuckin’ ruckus to the Castro Theatre with alive hip-hop rescore of The 36th Chamber.

The killer B-movie that launched 


the Killa Beez is getting a one-night-only 
live rescore and screening with RZA him- 
self on the decks. Reproducing the sights 
and sounds of the 1978 kung fu epic The 
36th Chamber of Shaolin, the producer, 
promoter, and renaissance artist will cre- 
ate a musical and martial arts master- 
piece infused with 20 years of the 
Wu-Tang Clan catalog. 

RZA: Live from ‘The 36th Chamber’ at 
the Castro Theatre on Thursday, April 
26, brings newly remastered tracks 
from the Wu-Tang vault together to 
form like Voltron with the Shaolin 
shadowboxing and Wu-Tang sword 
style of the 1978 cult movie. 

“Fans can expect to see a great film,” 
RZA tells SF Weekly. “36 Chambers is a 
film that was really a great inspiration 
to me, and inspired a lot of artistic 
creations from Wu-Tang. And then they 
get a chance to see this film manipu- 
lated sonically, in a way to bring a new 
rhythm to it, to enhance some of the 
scenes.” 

The 36th Chamber of Shaolin inspired 
the Wu-Tang’s signature vocabulary, 
iconography, and style. 

“Beyond the kung-fu, it was the 
reality of the situation that hit me,” 
RZA says. “Growing up as a Black kid 
in America, I didn’t know that that 
kind of story had existed anywhere 
else. It just gave me another view of 
like, “Wow, it exists everywhere. These 
struggles.’ ” 

Wu-Tang’s kung fu fascination is 
still kicking in hip-hop culture. 

“Hip-hop is a competitive form of 
sport, a very competitive form of art, 
lyricism, DJing, breakdancing,” RZA 
says. We always have the terminology 
‘Let’s Battle.’ So I looked at martial arts 
and hip-hop as being the same energy, 
a competition and a battle.” 

RZA arrives for this performance 
at a unique moment of cultural resur- 
gence for the 1994 blockbuster Enter 
the Wu-Tang (36 Chambers). Not one, 
but two current hit singles sample that 
album's big track, “Can It Be All So 
Simple.” 

“There’s a sample that Lauryn Hill 
did on her great album The Miseducation 
of Lauryn Hill, she sampled a Wu-Tang 
track on that album,” he points out. 
“And then years later, Cardi B’s new sin- 
gle is now a sample of her sample.” 

But RZA is being modest. Cardi B’s 
“Be Careful” did just debut at No. 16 
on the Billboard charts. But that same 
Wu-infused sample from Lauryn Hill’s 
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“Ex-Factor” is also heard on Drake’s 
just-released “Nice for What,” which is 
already No. 1 in the U. K. and sure to 
debut highly in the U.S. 

“The DNA of the Wu-Tang still finds 
its way into hip-hop culture,” he says. 

This isn’t the RZA’s first Castro The- 
atre appearance. He and GZA had cam- 
eos in Jim Jarmusch’s movie Coffee and 
Cigarettes, the opening night feature of 
the 2004 San Francisco International 
Film Festival (now SFFILM). 

“T’ve never seen myself on the big 
screen before,’ RZA remembers. “I 
remember sitting in that theater, and 
when my scene came on, I remember 
shrieking and melting in my seat. My 
belly was moving, butterflies in my 
stomach. I turned into a nervous wreck 
and I started sweating. I almost disap- 
peared in the seat.” 

“But about two minutes in, people 
was laughing. The more they laughed, 
the more I erected back up to full pos- 
ture. I was nervous, and when they 
laughed, I was like, “Wait a minute. 
They like it.’ 

“That’s a beautiful theater,’ RZA 
says of the Castro. “It’s beautiful that 
I get to come back to that theater with 
this latest movie and have some fun.” 

San Francisco also served as the 
Wu-Tang’s home base on their very 
first early-’90s tour. “We used San 
Francisco to kind of move through Cal- 
ifornia,” RZA says. “It was also the first 
time we had a taste of being harassed 
by the police. We was new to the city 
and it was unique. But it was the first 
chance we all had to leave New York.” 

“I remember my apartment. I 
shared it with [OI’] Dirty [Bastard], so 
you can imagine the good times that 
[ had,” he says. “It was one of the first 
cities that we spent time in early on. 
We performed all around. They had us 
going everywhere. And we wasn't get- 
ting paid back then.” 

This was an era when hip-hop cul- 
ture was engaged in a symbolic kung 
fu battle known as the East Coast- 
West Coast rivalry. Enter the Wu-Tang 
(36 Chambers) was an epic counter- 
punch to the West Coast’s surge of 
smash solo efforts of various N.W.A. 
members. But the coasts would trade 
the upper hand regularly as the years 
went on. 

“During that era, the production 
of West Coast hip-hop, led by Dr. Dre 
and DJ Quik — as well as brothers in 
the Bay Area, E-40, hyphy — I think 
their production sonic was coming out 
stronger than most East Coast produc- 
tions,’ RZA says. 
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“Even though we had A Tribe 
Called Quest, Marley Marl, and some 
great producers on the East Coast, I 
think that somehow the East Coast 
at that time lost its way,” he says. “It 
took people who were growing in the 
streets to revitalize it. And that hap- 
pens in all forms of music.” 

But even these coastal rivals tradi- 
tionally lifted from the music of the 
other region’s previous generations. 
(And that Wu-Tang track you're hearing 
sampled by Cardi B and Drake itself 
samples Gladys Knight & The Pips.) 

“Think of the big classic West Coast 
hit songs back then,” RZA says. “You'll 
notice a lot of it was sampled from 
George Clinton, who was an East Coast 
guy. But if you go to 90s or ’80s hip- 
hop, you'll notice a lot of samples from 
The Meters. In the Wu-Tang, you'll 


notice samples from the Stax collection 
— Southern. 

“We were always infusing each oth- 
er’s music one way or another, subcon- 
sciously. That’s why I think hip-hop has 
become a global phenomenon.” 

This live, multimedia 36th Chamber 
is some once-in-a-lifetime kind of shit 
for any fan of kung fu movies or ’90s 
hip-hop. But RZA’s biggest theatrical 
endeavor is still to come. He just di- 
rected his first feature film, Cut Throat 
City, a heist flick set during Hurricane 
Katrina that stars Terrence Howard, 
Wesley Snipes, and Baby Driver's Eiza 
Gonzalez. 

“Tjust finished the director’s cut this 
weekend,’ RZA says. “Instead of taking 
a vacation, like most directors do after 
they edit a film for 12 weeks, my va- 
cation will be coming to the cities and 
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showing one of my favorite films of all 
time, 36 Chambers, and rescoring it for 
an audience. 

“My vacation will be spending time 
with good people enjoying hip-hop cul- 
ture and film culture,” he says. 

RZA: Live from “The 36th Chamber’ 
is a joint combination of live remixing 
and classic action cinema that kicks 
in nearly a week after your 4/20 buzz 
wears off. And RZA is passing some po- 
tent advice to everyone coming. 

“Before you walk into the theater — 
roll it, light it, come on in,” he says.

San Francisco has blazed another 


trail in the legal marijuana movement. 
The city that opened the nation’s first 
public marijuana dispensary, the home 
of the author of the first-ever statewide 
medical-marijuana legalization, and the 
birthplace of the Summer of Love just 
hosted the Retail Cannabis Hiring Fair — 
the first cannabis job fair held inside a 
city hall. 

“T think it is likely the first time in 
the United States that a city govern- 
ment has hosted a hiring event for the 
cannabis industry,’ says Katherine 
Daniel, acting director of the Office of 
Economic and Workforce Development 
(OEWD) workforce division. “Certainly, 
[it’s] the first time one has brought 
such an event into City Hall.” 

Last week’s Retail Cannabis Hiring 
Fair drew more than 200 jobseekers to 
meet with 20 cannabis businesses, two 
marijuana-offense legal-expungement 
services, and several workforce service 
providers like Goodwill. And a few 


lucky applicants planted the seeds of 
their new cannabis careers there that 
afternoon. 

“We heard about on-the-spot hires 
at the event,” Daniel tells SF Weekly. 

This job fair wasn't just hiring bud- 
tenders (many of whom now prefer the 
title “Patient Consultant”). Dispensa- 
ries, growers, and labs hired delivery 
drivers and front desk staff, plus more 
specialized positions like security 
guards, social media analysts, and — of 
course — experienced trimmers. 

Trimmers, too, have a new profes- 
sional job title. State Flower Cannabis’ 
Kevin Clark calls them “processing 
staff.” 

“They'll be trimming, they'll be 
working with our preroll department, 
they'll be packaging prerolls, and pack- 
aging up flower into eighth jars and 
gram jars, Clark said of the candidates 
he’s hiring. 

“It’s 40 hours a week, full-time, 
competitive pay benefits, all of that,” he 
says. “We're hiring a lot of people.” 

Three on-duty San Francisco Sher- 
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iff’s deputies watched over the fair, as 
they probably would be for any public 
event held in the North Light Court. 
But the irony of their presence was not 
lost on industry veterans. 

“This is something they would have 
arrested you for years ago,” Apothecar- 
ium licensing and compliance manager 
Ynez Carrasco said from that dispensa- 
ry’s hiring booth. 

Kidding aside, the San Francisco 
Board of Supervisors did demand that 
communities of color and people with 
previous marijuana convictions get 
economic and hiring priorities in our 
city’s cannabis laws. These “equity pro- 
gram” rules did delay San Francisco's 
recreational marijuana sales by six days 
at the beginning of the year, but they 
should pay off for the next generation 
of the local industry innovators. 

“Thursday’s hiring event was an ef- 
fort to make sure that these jobseekers 
had an opportunity to connect to the 
jobs available in the industry now,” says 
OEWD director Daniel. 

A few advocacy groups are also in- 
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volved in that effort, like the nonprofit 
Success Center San Francisco that pro- 
vides educational and job opportunities 
to youth and young adults in detention 
or foster-care systems. 

“We're here to support this city’s 
efforts ensuring there’s equity among 
San Francisco residents in the new bud- 
ding cannabis industry,” Success Center 
San Francisco Executive Director Liz 
Jackson-Simpson tells SF Weekly. 

And legal marijuana is booming in 
San Francisco, in some ways that the 
industry expected, and other ways it 
did not. Dispensaries figured they’d sell 
more pot in the recreational-use era. 
But they hadn't anticipated lines down 
the block every Saturday and Sunday, 
nor how much their customer base 
would transition to tourists less famil- 
iar with cannabis. 

“The frontier that we’re in is a whole 
new recreational type of service. With 
that comes a whole new customer 
service, says Green Door SF Director 
of Operations A.G. Melendez. “Being 
in the medical dispensary business for 
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more than 15 years, you need to retrain 
your existing core veteran group to 
have better customer service for that 
recreational tourist coming through the 
door, rather than that medical patient.” 

There was, of course, no cannabis 
to be found at the Retail Cannabis Hir- 
ing Fair. City Hall security guards and 
entrance scanners saw to that, since 
you can’t legally bring marijuana into a 
government building. (Though interest- 
ingly, some dispensaries had empty jars 
and display rack containers for on-site 
training purposes.) 

But this genuinely on- 
ly-in-San-Francisco event showed how 
the grass is greener here and old rules 
apply a little differently. You still can’t 
fight city hall — but you can light city 
hall up with opportunities for young 
San Franciscans who someday might 
laugh all the way to the dank.

Oakland's Jetty Extracts sells for $30 million, the largest Bay Area cannabis industry acquisition deal yet and possibly the shape of things to come.

We’ve all seen weed deals, but 
the Bay Area has never seen a $30 million 
weed deal — until last week. The Green 
Rush went boom as a Canadian invest- 
ment firm called Cannex Capital an- 
nounced its acquisition of Oakland-based 
Jetty Extracts in a transaction worth as 
much as $30 million. 

That eye-popping sum represents 
the largest cannabis industry acquisi- 
tion in the Bay Area, and in California. 
If all the incentives of this $30 million 
deal are met — which is no guarantee 
— it would be the second-largest can- 
nabis acquisition in the U.S. in the six 
years since Colorado and Washington 
voters approved legal cannabis. 

The largest-ever deal dropped only 
two weeks before. In late March, phar- 
maceutical conglomerate GB Sciences 
signed a letter of intent to purchase the 
Las Vegas operations of Nevada dispen- 
sary chain NevadaPure for a slightly 
higher $32 million. 

While the Canadian cannabis indus- 
try has seen corporate acquisition deals 
as large as $850 million as that country 
prepares for nationwide legalization 
this summer, U.S. companies generally 
just operate within their own states, 
meaning they’re rarely valued at such 
stratospheric levels. 

The close timing of these develop- 
ments, and their similar complexity 
and financial risk, tell us a lot about the 
cannabis industry’s ascent into a full- 
fledged boom economy. 

Jetty Extracts is headquartered in 
Oakland, and it makes a range of popu- 
lar extract products like the Gold vape 
cartridge, the direct infused-oil applica- 
tor pen Dablicator, and a few exclusives 
for the cult-hit PAX Era vaporizer pods. 
Jetty’s products are available at an im- 
pressive 600 dispensaries statewide, the 
company has a licensed 12,000-square- 
foot production facility in Oakland, 
and its retail distribution operation is 
uniquely vast and nimble. 

That makes Jetty Extracts as sure a 
bet as the purchasing Canadian inves- 
tors are likely to find in the $5 billion-a- 
year California marijuana industry. But 
the deal evokes memories of Oakland’s 
Blue Bottle Coffee selling to Nestlé for 
$425 million, to significant hometown 
backlash. 

And there’s some question whether 
these outside investors can fulfill their 
end of the bargain. 

“Td be nervous taking so much 
money from a Canadian firm,” one Bay 
Area cannabis executive tells SF Weekly. 
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“Cannabis businesses are grossly over- 
valued in Canada.” 

This is an almost all-stock transac- 
tion, based on Canadian stock values 
that are enjoying a fabulous run. Cana- 
dian cannabis companies have much 
higher values than their U.S. counter- 
parts, reaping the benefits of being able 
to trade on public stock markets, and 
not living in a nation of leaders named 
Trump or Sessions. 

But Canadian cannabis stocks are 
not valued based on their companies’ 
current sales. They’re valued on gigan- 
tic, theoretical sales increases — in 
some cases more than 100 to 200 times 
their current sales revenue — once Can- 
ada kicks off nationwide recreational 
use this summer. 
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“Some [companies] have market 
values that are larger than estimated 
sales for Canada’s entire recreational 
marijuana market,” Barron's pointed out 
in a cover story last month. 

In the case of the Jetty Extracts 
acquisition, most of the $30 million 
hasn't been paid yet. Cannex Capital 
has provided an up-front payment of 
just under $3 million dollars to fund 
expansion. But the rest of the payout 
comes in small chunks over the course 
of the next three years, contingent on 
hitting sales goals. 

The $30 million payout also depends 
on Cannex’s shares maintaining their 
current value over that three-year peri- 
od. Those shares could be worth a mil- 
lion times their current price in three 


years. Or Cannex could be bankrupt and 
off the exchange by then. 

These are the risks and rewards at 
play as California marijuana brands 
close in on the multimillion-dollar 
paydays they’ve long hoped for. Some 
will do it through venture capital in- 
vestments, like delivery service Eaze’s 
$10 million from Snoop Dogg and other 
lenders. (Snoop’s Casa Verde Capital 
has secured an additional $45 million to 
throw at more marijuana investments.) 

But this Jetty deal is a straight-up 
acquisition by an outside international 
investment firm. Californians might 
want to prepare to see more of our fa- 
vorite marijuana brands gobbled up by 
Canadian conglomerates we've never 
heard of, because Canada’s marijuana 


investment market is so much more 
mature than ours. 

SF Weekly loves Jetty Extracts. 
They’re a reliable fixture at local can- 
nabis events, and their Shelter Project 
has long provided free medical cannabis 
to cancer patients. Jetty Extracts did 
not return comment on whether these 
programs will continue in light of their 
acquisition. 

It’s fair to wonder whether these 
complex, big-money marijuana trans- 
actions are all smoke and mirrors. But 
when a local cannabis company sells for 
$30 million, that’s kind of a big deal.

While there are other 
so-called “weed lubes” on the market, 
Quim Rock is formulated with not just 
women’s pleasure in mind, but sexual 
health too. 

“Cannabis-infused lubricants har- 
ness the aphrodisiac properties of can- 
nabis to increase blood flow, enhance

sensation, and decrease coitus-related 
pain,” Quim Rock co-founder Rachel 
Washtien tells SF Weekly. “Quim Rock’s 
cannabis-infused intimate oil is differ- 
ent than commercial lubricants.” 

Normal lube is really only useful 
during that explicit moment of genital 
or anal play. But Quim Rock is a topical 
THC mix that can add spicy sensations 
to enhance role play, busting out the 
handcuffs, or slipping on that furry 
suit. 

“Think of our product more like 
foreplay for your foreplay,’ Washtien 
says, recommending you apply Quim 
Rock 15 to 20 minutes beforehand 
to achieve the desired effect. “It is in- 
tended to be used not only during sex, 
like most commercial lubes, but at any 
point to set the mood, to help people 
get into their bodies.” 
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Quim Rock comes in two varieties, 
Sensitive and Curious. 

“Our Sensitive formula is perfect 
for people who are predisposed to UTIs 
and yeast infections, incorporating 
only cannabis, coconut oil, and tea 
tree,’ she explains. “Our Curious blend 
is for those who tend to be a little less 
sensitive, with the inclusion of a titil- 
lating blend of essential oils.” 

But these oils don’t include synthet- 
ic chemical irritants. 

“Most of the personal lubricants 
people are using are not only chock full 
of parabens, but are glycerin-based, 
which can be a real source of irritation 
for folks who are prone to yeast in- 
fections,’ Washtien points out. “Our 
products not only increase libido and 
intensify climax, but serve as a vaginal 
health supplement, acting as a pro- 
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phylactic for UTIs and yeast infections 
through the use of tea tree.” 

Washtien and co-founder Cyo 
Nystrom spent years trying vaginal 
health products to mitigate UTIs, yeast 
infections, and vaginal dryness. Even- 
tually, they just invented one. 

“After years of research and count- 
less trips to natural health stores 
and the OB-GYN, we still couldn’t 
find a consistently available product 
that would alleviate our symptoms,” 
Washtein says. “After discovering the 
aphrodisiac benefits of cannabis, and 
seeing a need for the incorporation of 
vaginal health into the conversation 
around intimacy and cannabis use, we 
knew there was a place for us in the 
conversation.” 

That conversation uses the quirky 
old term “quim.” 





Quim is an Old English 
term for ‘vagina.’ 


“Quim is an Old English derogatory 
word for vagina,’ Washtien tells us. “We 
loved the idea of using a word that has 
historically been taboo, as a big part of 
our brand mission is to end the shame 
so often associated with vaginal health.” 

SF Weekly’s rigorous testing found 
Quim Rock to act as a normal lube on 
male parts, but did generate sensations 
for women. It is truly a women’s prod- 
uct. 

“At this moment in history when 
women’s health is particularly under 
fire, we see vaginal health and sex pos- 
itivity as an essential aspect of femme 
empowerment, Washtien says. “Cum 
and join us in closing the orgasm gap!”

Gideon Rubin was in his London 
kitchen, getting his three girls ready for 
their day, when he opened a package 
from Amazon. Rubin had asked his wife 
to purchase pre-World War II Nazi publi- 
cations for an art project he was doing on 
Sigmund Freud's 1938 escape to England 
from German-controlled Austria, and 
she'd found “something quite good.” The 
package was wrapped in aging, brown 
paper and tied together by an old, thin 
rope. 

“It was a very eerie experience,” Ru- 
bin tells SF Weekly. “It felt like it hasn’t 
been ‘opened’ for many years. ... And 
as I opened the package, I got chills 
running down my spine.” 

That’s because Rubin encountered 
pages of Hitler’s writing in English, 
not German. His wife had bought him 
all 18 serializations of a 1939 English 
translation of Mein Kampf — the au- 
tobiography and political manifesto 
that propelled Hitler’s rise and sub- 
sequently the Holocaust that killed 
more than 15 million people, including 
six million Jews. To escape Hitler’s 
shadow, Rubin’s own grandparents fled 
Europe in 1939, and he was raised in 
Israel before traveling the world and 
moving to London. For days after that 
Monday morning, Rubin hid away his 
new copies of Mein Kampf. He was too 
flustered even to look at its words and 
illustrations. 

“IT wanted to throw it or burn it,” he 
says. I needed to get rid of it.” 

But then Rubin did something 
he’d done with previous art projects: 
He began modifying Mein Kampf and 
abstracting it. On multiple pages, he 
blackened or excised the faces of Ger- 
mans and Nazi sympathizers who were 
supposed to represent the perfect race, 
and he crossed out text that was sup- 
posed to rationalize the Germans’ sup- 
posed superiority — and the supposed 
inferiority of “impure” people. 

“The edition came with your week- 
end magazine,’ Rubin says of his seri- 
alized edition, “and had a lot of images 
— which the original wouldn't have 
had — because it had to explain the 
text to the English reader.” 

Rubin’s new exhibit at Hosfelt Gal- 
lery, “The Kaiser’s Daughter” — which 
extends the art exhibit that Rubin 
had this year at London's Freud Mu- 
seum — features paintings based on 
his Mein Kampf printings and other 
Nazi-era magazines. People are depict- 
ed bicycling, horseback riding, and 
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getting ready for a night out. But their 
eyes, eyebrows, noses, and mouths 
are missing, essentially painted over 
with masks. Like the Mein Kampf se- 
rialization, Rubin’s artwork at Hosfelt 
is foreboding — menacing, even. But 
the foreboding is packaged in scenes of 
idealized happenings, so standing be- 
fore a piece like Tuxedo is to be caught 
in a spiral of artistic tension. How do 
you reconcile the beauty with the dis- 
sonance? 

That sort of paradox is a theme in 
many great artworks, of course, in- 
cluding Elmer Bischoff’s 1969 painting 
of a seemingly wealthy couple, Yellow 
Lampshade, which coincidentally also 
incorporates a painted-over face. In- 
stead of de-humanizing the painting’s 
subjects, the face masks turn the 
subjects into more universal stand- 
ins. Almost like mannequins. With- 
out a face to focus on, art-goers are 
prompted to look elsewhere in Rubin’s 
paintings. Usually with portraits, says 
Rubin, viewers go first to the face — to 
meet the subjects’ eyes, and then circle 
around the artwork from there. Tux- 
edo and other works in “The Kaiser’s 
Daughter” upend that instinct. 

“Tm interested in other things — 
in mannerisms and other signifiers 
that make us who we are,” Rubin says 
by phone. “My paintings are minimal 
and there’s not much in them — so it 
[emphasizes] every little nuance, every 
little tilt of the head. I want to focus on 
the other stuff.” 


Hosfelt Gallery’s concurrent 
exhibit, “Anoka Farugee: structural 
color,” also challenges the way we per- 
ceive and see art. Farugee’s multitude of 
pieces are large, shimmering, album-like 
squares — with grooves and textures 
that make them appear to be revolving in 
real time. But they aren’t revolving. It’s 
their colliding layers, inlays, and overlays 
of paint — and the way those layers play 
with people’s eyes and light — that give 
Faruqee’s artwork its complex allure. 
Farugee, who made the pieces 
with her partner David Driscoll, used 
a hardware-store tool called a trowel 
to dig into the paint and create the 
grooves and imperfections that make a 
work like 2017P-18 come to life. 
Farugee, who is director of graduate 
studies in painting and printmaking 
at the Yale School of Art, draws upon 
myriad sources and influences, in- 
cluding Islamic geometry and Persian 
and Mughal miniature paintings. Ina 
March 2017 essay for her book The Vis-

ible Spectrum, Farugee writes that “the 
space between perception and idea is a 
spectrum” rather than an absolute and 
that form and content are often closer 
in proximity than people think. “Anoka 
Farugee: structural color” was a chance 





for Faruquee and Driscoll to put that 
theory into practice. 

“Any kind of sense of a shimmer 
that you get is an optical shimmer,” 
Farugee says by phone from New Hav- 
en, Conn. “It’s not reflective or irides- 
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cent paint. It’s the effect of the colors 
interacting with one another, and how 
your eye puts that together as light. 
Transitions of color feel like light. And 
if you're at an angle, spatially the lines 
will converge and get closer together.” 
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Driscoll came up with the idea of 
working with a trowel around 2012. 
Farugee says the instrument is almost 
like a comb: “The trowel was a tech- 
nique that David innovated. He has a 
background in construction manage- 
ment, so he had one of those trowels, 
and we'd talked about, ‘Is there a way 
to create interference patterns through 
paint.” 

Seeing “Anoka Farugee: structural 
color” and “Gideon Rubin: The Kaiser’s 
Daughter” at the same time is to quick- 
ly cross the bridge between abstrac- 
tion and figuration — and to realize 
how easily it is to make that passage. 
Farugee and Driscoll’s grooved works 
are mounted on canvases that, on their 
sides, show off the splatters and run- 
offs that emanate from the artwork’s 
gestations. We see both the finished 
work and what some people would call 
the unfinished sides — but Farugee 
and Driscoll kept in those sides for a 
reason. 

“It provides an interesting coun- 
terpoint to what’s happening on the 
surface, Faruqee says. “And it also 
provides a clue to the process. These 
things are so mysterious as paintings, 
you almost don’t know what you're 
coming across.” 

To art-goers who want complete 
portraiture, Rubin’s paintings can also 
feel “unfinished.” Not only are they 


missing complete faces, many of the 
paintings incorporate basic forms and 
colors. They could be settings from 
anywhere — not just Germany. 

The everyday scenes in “The Kai- 
ser’s Daughter” undermine the idea 
that Nazi Germany was only driven by 
military-wearing officers. Nazi sympa- 
thizers existed all around the world, in- 
cluding England. In 1939, as Freud was 
in London succumbing to cancer, he 
would have been able to read the Mein 
Kampf serialization that Rubin now 
owns. Like his other art projects, “The 
Kaiser’s Daughter” is about historical 
memory. But it also takes an indirect 
dig at Israel’s current conservative 
government and its policies, and at the 
current White House. 

“It is a time,” Rubin says, “of politi- 
cal intolerance and fear of the ‘other.’ ” 

Yes, it is. Rubin found a way to 
delve into the subject of evil and its 
ability to exist in succeeding genera- 
tions. Faruqee’s exhibit is an eye-catch- 
ing respite from that very idea.

KNOW YOUR STREET ART 


Jim Marshall's 
Jazz Photos 


210 Franklin St. (by Fell Street) 


Jazz is a multi-sensory art 

form; seeing jazz can be just as important as 
hearing it. That’s why Jim Marshall's iconic 
photographs of Miles Davis, John Coltrane, 
Nina Simone, and other jazz stalwarts — 
which occupy the outer windows of an old 
three-story building across from the 
SFJAZZ Center — are so appealing. So ap- 
pealing, in fact, that jazz musicians who 
perform in the SFJAZZ Center’s Joe Hen- 
derson Lab, from where they can spot Mar- 
shall’s images, play a little bit differently 
when they see them. 

“Everyone comments on it,’ Randall 
Kline, SFJAZZ Center founder and exec- 
utive artistic director, tells SF Weekly. “A 
drummer will sit there and say, ‘Oh my 
God. I’m playing and there’s [Coltrane 
drummer] Elvin Jones looking over my 
shoulder. Isn’t that cool!’ A lot of drum- 
mers comment on the gods who are up 
there. 

“We just had this young singer named 
Veronica Swift here,” Kline adds, “and 
she was doing a song and she said, “This 
is a song by my favorite singer of this 
particular thing, Anita O’Day, and there 
she is. And she pointed straight up 


there. That the photo is two rows up and 
looking down — what a cool thing that 
is. It’s this lovely context for everyone.” 

SFJAZZ first exhibited Marshall's 
images in 2016, choosing the acclaimed 
photographer Jim Goldberg to curate the 
outside collection. Since its opening 
in 2013, SFJAZZ has showcased jazz 
photos in the windows of the vacant San 
Francisco Unified School District build- 
ing that’s across its street. Longtime 
jazz photographer Herman Leonard, 
who died in 2010, was the first featured 
artist. Marshall, who also died in 2010, 
is more broadly known for his rock ’n’ 
roll photos — Jimi Hendrix, Johnny 
Cash, and Carlos Santana are among his 
best-known subjects — but Marshall 
was also at the forefront of jazz pho- 
tography. His black-and-white photos 
of jazz icons in their prime capture the 
intense creation that is jazz. Displaying 
them in a camel-colored brick building 
that echoes an older era — and that 
contrasts with the modern architecture 
of the SFJAZZ building — is a powerful 
and inspiring reminder of jazz’s roots 
and history. 

“We like to think we're looking for- 
ward with the music — the whole idea 
of building this place is to do things 
that encourage momentum — but 
having this reference point, particularly 
in black-and-white, is a lovely thing to 
see while you're in the building,” Kline 


says. ‘And from that side of the street, 
you can see the reflection of all the pho- 
tos in the building, and so there’s this 
double effect where the building looks 
painted in the photographs.” 

SFJAZZ was originally supposed 
to display Marshall’s photos until May 
2017, but the exhibit has been extend- 
ed through at least July. Marshall took 
many of the Franklin Street photos 
in the Bay Area, as with the Coltrane 
image at Stanford. SFJAZZ contracted 
with Marshall’s estate on the display. 

For jazz enthusiasts, the Franklin 
Street exhibit is a kind of Mount Rush- 
more, a place to look up and admire 
24 people who gave everything they 
could to a music that’s one of America’s 
most original and influential art forms. 
Passersby who don’t know anything 
about jazz can still sense the art form’s 
foundations. 

As much as anything, Marshall 
captured the faces of jazz. It wasn’t just 
about the music. It was about the people 
who played the saxophones, basses, pi- 
anos, trumpets, and other instruments. 
He photographed them on stage and off. 
Either way, the musicians felt at home 
with Marshall, and he with them. The 
image of a focused Elvin Jones is a good 
example. 

“You see his personality,” says Kline, 
“and you can hear the music he’s making 
when you look at it.” Jonathan Curiel

NonGrata

Craigslist Casual Encounters is 
now a casualty of puritan legislation from 
the Republican Congress. Two days after 
the Senate approved a draconian bill 
called the Stop Enabling Sex Traffickers 
Act (SESTA), Craigslist shut down its sto- 
ried personals section, as ads for consen- 
sual hook-ups can now have criminal 
liability as possible sex trafficking. 

Before Tinder or Grindr, before there 
was ever Match or Nerve.com, there 
was the magical yet shameful sexual un- 
derground of Craigslist personals. Back 
in the day before hook-up apps, we'd 
use Craigslist Casual Encounters for 
anonymous, tawdry, one-night stands 
wherein you never called the partner 
back afterward and you 
wouldn't even make eye 
contact if you saw them 
on the street. 

“Losing the Craigslist 
personals was like losing a 
best friend. It set me into 
deep mourning,’ says local 
drag queen, Oasis owner, 
and Daytime Realness co-hostess Hek- 
lina. “For a moment, I even considered 
moving to Canada,” she says, noting 
that Craigslist personals are still online 
in Canada and Mexico. 

“It really became an addiction and 
made me hopelessly attracted to DL, 
unavailable straight guys,” she tells SF 
Weekly. “There was the one guy who 
showed up at my outside intercom with 
a 4-year-old girl in tow. I knew this 
because I can see my front gate from 
my bay window. He was babysitting 
and was going to have her be in another 
room watching cartoons while we had 
sex. I do have my standards, however 
low, and told him to go away.” 

“There was also the guy who showed 
up for our tryst with his wife on the 
phone,” Heklina remembers. “The whole 
time I was sucking his dick, he never 
stopped talking to her and he never 
once addressed me. I assumed it was 
his wife or girlfriend because I heard a 
female voice telling him what to pick up 
from the store on the way home. That 
one was actually kind of hot.” 

“What am I gonna do?” Heklina 
wonders now that those personals are 
gone. “Maybe I'll explore dating. Is there 
a market out there for middle-aged, 
non-passable drag queens?” 

There was a market for just about 
anything sexual on Craigslist, and sex-

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ual folklorist and creator of Bawdy Sto- 
rytelling Dixie De La Tour once posted 
a Craigslist ad requesting the “worst sex 
ever. That is exactly what she got. 

“I put up an ad on Craigslist. It was 
entitled “The Worst Sex Ever, Want to 
Help?’” she says. “I say, ‘I’m a redheaded 
BBW, big beautiful woman, I need really, 
really bad sex.’ ” 

“T click send, and my email box starts 
flooding with responses. It’s alarming 
how many responses I’m getting,” she 
remembers. “After 10 minutes, there’s 
like 100 responses.” 

Dixie found one email that stands 
out, accompanied with a photo. “I click 
on the photo, and it’s his dick,” she says. 
“And I see that he has named his photo 
‘hung.jpg.’ I thought, that has all the 
makings of bad sex.” 

So the two arranged to meet. 

“T said to him, “You're going to have 
to meet me on the street at the bus 
stop, because I’ve only seen your penis 
and I want to make sure you're not a 
serial killer, ” she said, 

He passed the not-a-serial-killer test, 
and the two dashed to his apartment 
and fast-tracked straight to coitus. But 
Dixie was unsatisfied because he wasn’t 
penetrating her deeply enough, so she 
pushed her body back on him to get 
that D in deeper. In doing so, she gave 
him a pulled hamstring, 
which brought the date to 
a painful end. 

“I shake his hand and 
thank him, and it occurs 
tome, De La Tour says. 
“Thadn’t really stipulated 
who the worst sex was go- 
ing to be for, me or him.” 

Craigslist personals did not disap- 
pear in a vacuum. The personals were 
pulled because FOSTA and SESTA 
have wrought havoc on pretty much 
all sexual conversation online. But sex 
workers, who are most adversely affect- 
ed by these laws, are leading the charge 
against the two laws. 

“There are a number of things you 
can do right now,” sex worker, educator, 
and journalist Andre Shakti tells SF 
Weekly. She recommends donating to 
sexual advocacy groups like the Third 
Wave Fund and the Lysistrata Mutual 
Care Collective. “If you have even $5 or 
$10, every little bit helps.” 

“Listen to sex workers, read sex 
worker op-eds about SESTA-FOSTA, 
listen to where sex workers are telling 
you to put your money or your time or 
your energy,” Shakti says. “When you 
hear of an organized effort like a march 
or peaceful protest in your area, and sex 
workers are telling people to show up, 
show up to it.” 

The Craigslist personals page is now 
just boilerplate text saying, “Hopefully, 
we can bring them back some day.” To 
bring those personals back, the sex 
industry is seeking men and seeking 
women for strictly platonic support and 
advocacy.

Kodachrome 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
Appropriately enough for a movie 
about a physical film stock produced 
and distributed by Netflix, Mark Raso’s 
Kodachrome straddles the line between 
two genres. The most obvious is “dying 
person goes on one last road trip to do 
one last thing while also reconciling with 
their adult child,” Sr. Pig (Mr. Pig) being 
one of the better recent examples. The 
other is the slightly less common “elegy 
for the dying media format,” in this case 
the 35mm still-photography that gives 
the film its title. In the final stages of 
cancer, infamous photographer Ben (Ed 
Harris) has a decades-old roll of Koda- 
chrome to get developed before the final 
lab that processes it shuts down. Ben’s 
estranged son Matt (Jason Sudeikis), a 
record company A&R man whose own 
career is becoming increasingly out- 
moded, is convinced by Ben’s nurse Zoe 
(Elizabeth Olsen) to join them on a road 
trip to the lab, deep in rural Kansas. Will 
Ben and Matt overcome their differenc- 
es, and will the son learn that his diffi- 
cult father loved him in his own peculiar 
way? Oh, maybe. Shot on 35mm Kodak 
film, the mostly-pleasant movie being 
promoted as “Netflix’s Kodachrome” also 
proves that no matter the format, the 
middle-aged guy will always get the hot 
woman who's more than a decade his 
junior.

1945 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday at the Clay Theater. 
Many things happened in the final 
year of World War II, and seemingly 
even more movies have been made 
about those things. Ferenc Térok’s 1945 
is the first film to use the year as a title, 
however — and ironically, it’s focused 
on the events of a single summer day 
in a small Hungarian village. It’s the 
day that Kisr6zsi (Dora Sztarenki) is 
due to marry Arpad (Bence Tasnadi), 


son of town clerk Istvan (Péter Rudolf). 
Kisrézsi's feelings about her impending 
nuptials are already mixed — she’s less 
interested in Arpad than with his fam- 
ily’s drugstore and the social elevation 
it represents — but the entire town is 
thrown into turmoil when two Ortho- 
dox Jewish men, a father (Ivan Angelus) 
and son (Marcell Nagy), arrive. They go 
on about their business on a trip to the 
town cemetery, but their mere presence 
unearths barely hidden guilt and anxiety 
among the townsfolk regarding their 
betrayal of the town’s Jewish residents 
during the Nazi occupation. Shot in 
glorious black-and-white and featuring 
a score that evokes Thomas Newman at 
his most foreboding, 1945 is a low-key, 
claustrophobic study of how easily a lit- 
tle paranoia can cause people to bust out 
the pitchforks. Granted, 1945’s villagers 
actually have something to feel guilty 
about — as we all ultimately do. SC 


The Endless 
Not rated. 
Opens Friday the Alamo Drafthouse 
New Mission. 
While an opening Lovecraft quote 
hints at what’s to come in Justin Benson 
and Aaron Moorhead’s horror movie 
The Endless, the picture ultimately 
exists in its own loop. Escapees from a 
UFO death cult called Camp Arcadia, 
brothers Justin (co-director Benson) 
and Aaron (other co-director Moorhead) 
return a decade later upon receiving a 
mysterious videotape from one of the 
members, Anna (Callie Hernandez). 
They find life on the compound is as 
normal as life among a UFO death cult 
can possibly be, until Justin and Aaron 
begin noticing that normality itself isn’t 
quite what it used to be. As low-budget 
indie horror films go, The Endless’s main 
flaw is in its occasionally over-broish 
characterizations; a subplot about Camp 
Arcadia’s homebrew sales being hurt 
by Justin having alleged the cult cas- 
trated themselves Heaven's Gate-style 
wastes valuable screen time. But beyond 
that, The Endless is a minor triumph of 


imagination over budget, focusing on 
an atmosphere of dread and mystery 
while using simple optical tricks to great 
effect. The Endless intersects with Ben- 
son and Moorhead’s 2012 Resolution, 
shedding some light on the fate of that 
film’s characters and tying it to the new 
movie’s mysteries. But unlike more 
mainstream shared-universe films, The 
Endless functions as a self-contained 
and very entertaining little puzzlebox 
on its own merits. SC 


The Rider. 
Rated R. 
Opens Friday at the Embarcadero 
Center Cinema. 
One of the more baffling things 
about masculinity is the way it punishes 
those who suffer the consequences of 
its risks nearly as much as it punishes 
those who don’t take those risks to be- 
gin with. (It’s almost as though it were 
an untenable and outmoded ethos.) In 
Chloé Zhao’s elegiac The Rider, young 
Brady — played by real-life rodeo star 
Brady Jandreau, whose story the film 
lightly fictionalizes — is a cowboy of 
Sioux descent who was recently thrown 
on his head by a bronco. (An opening 
scene in which Brady removes the sta- 
ples from the resulting wound confirms 
the ouchiness of this.) Forced to work 
in a grocery store — forever a cinematic 
symbol of emasculation — Brady strug- 
gles with how to move on with his life 
when he can’t do the one thing that de- 
fined him as a man. The necessarily nat- 
uralistic performances by the non-actors 
playing versions of themselves, includ- 
ing Brady’s father Tim and his mildly 
neurodivergent sister Lilly, suggests the 
documentary this film might have been 
in another timeline. Zhao manages to 
get performances out of her nonpro- 
fessional cast that feel authentic rather 
than awkward, and while Brady gazes 
into the distance at twilight no less than 
a Terence Malick lead, Zhao’s film is 
thankfully not Malickian. Instead, The 
Rider actually means something. SC

We live in an ideal climate for 
pozole. That pork-and-hominy soup, 
heartening in spite of its relatively thin 
consistency, is best loaded up with plenty 
of ground chilies so that it turns cabbage 
and radish into vital ingredients and 
makes you sweat just a little. Aestheti- 
cally, its counterpart would be the smoky- 
limey Tajin rim around a blood-orange 
margarita. That's the backbone of a good 
meal. 

And you'll find both at Papi's, the 
new Mexican restaurant in the Tender- 
nob that replaced Huxley. Opened by 
the same people who run Hayes Val- 
ley’s thriving Papito Hayes — as well 
as Matador, the taqueria elsewhere in 
Lower Nob Hill, and The Tender, a wine 
bar right next door — it’s a project 
targeted to fill a small space in a neigh- 
borhood teeming with affordable, fam- 
ily-run places that cater to various im-

migrant populations. Huxley’s depart- 
ing owner predicted the space would 
become fast-casual, and I assumed it 
would become something extremely 
fancy; we were both off the mark. 

But it makes a good deal of sense, 
as apart from strict taquerias and a 
Yucatecan-style place, the Tenderloin is 
fairly short on sit-down Mexican food. 
As it has table service, Papi’s is not 
technically fast-casual, but there’s clear- 
ly an emphasis on heavy takeout trade 
to keep this small operation going. (A 
to-go bag one evening bore the Caviar 
logo.) You also get the sense Papi's is 
accustomed to filling orders for people 
dining in, as food has a tendency to 
drop all at once without any semblance 
of coursing. If there are to water and 
two drinks already on your table, you 
might actually find yourself temporari- 
ly in need of a second table. 

Still, there’s a vigor here, and it pops 
up in food and drink alike. The jalapeno 


margarita ($10) has something of a 
sock-in-the-kisser quality — possibly 
to conceal that the base spirit is agave 
wine, because like Papito, there isn't 
a full liquor license. The blood-orange 
version is also excellent, having taken 
a gamble to minimize the sweetness. A 
duck-confit quesadilla ($14) comes cut 
in thick, generous pieces of three, ooz- 
ing a sweet richness, and the equivalent 
taco gets the same treatment, full of 
mint and tamarind. Shrimp, fish, carne 
asada, and al pastor tacos are all equally 
worth ordering — and a notch lower on 
the gut-buster scale than the duck. (If 
you ve eaten at Papito, you'll notice the 
menus are much the same.) 

Not everything is perfect. The bland 
guacamole, seriously overpriced at 
$10, tasted mostly like the refrigerator 
it had clearly sat in for hours if not 
overnight. And mole enchiladas ($17) 
couldn’t muster much in the way of 
depth or complexity. While it’s a tad

unfair to say a small restaurant with 
nine different tacos offers insufficient 
variety, I would prefer at least one or 
two offal choices. But a half-rotisserie 
chicken with two sides and a portion 

of escabeche is a bargain at $17, some- 
thing you could easily convince yourself 
to eat half of and save the rest for 
lunch. An option for one of those sides 
is brussels sprouts with queso fresco, 
and just when I think I’ve met my 
lifetime quota of little brassica buds, I 
find a preparation so free of oil that my 
fatigue evaporates. And then there’s 
that red pozole, simmering for hours. I 
don’t know that that’s something many 
people would order for takeout, but 
there’s always the heavenly-sounding 
option of getting the duck-confit in 
burrito form.

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Maybe it’s my animal instincts, maybe 
it’s my inability to resist any tempta- 
tions regarding pork — but no matter 
the cause, if too much time passes, my 
heart will begin to ache and beckon for 
seasoned minced meat stuffed in cas- 
ings. San Francisco may not be famous 
for its wieners — at least not the ones 
I’m referring to — but it does have its 
choices in the meat-stick department. 
Among a few are the infamous bacon 
wrapped Mission dogs, Rosamunde’s 
grilled bangers, Golden Gate Fields $1 
boiled Sunday saugies, and my favor- 
ite: Gestalt Haus’ sausages. 

Gestalt is a friendly bike bar locate 
in the Mission on 16th Street between 
Guerrero and Valencia streets, known 
for its abundance of pinball machines 
and German draft beers. Gestalt also 
serves some of the tastiest sausages in 
the city. At $7 a pop, and with choices 
like andouille (spicy pork), Louisi- 
ana hot link (spicy beef), smoked

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bratwurst (pork and veal), and vegan 
(apple sage or Italian), there are plenty 
of options to accommodate the beer 
drinker’s fine-tuned palate. 

Each sausage comes with sauer- 
kraut, onions, and spicy peppers, and 
if you're really feeling the spirit, you 
can even have the dog served in a pret- 
zel bun! There are also what seems like 
hundreds of different hot sauces and 
mustards to choose from. Each sausage 
is tender and soft on the inside, witha 
tight skin that cracks and pops at every 
bite. The buns are warm and crunchy 
with a fresh pillowy texture creating 
the perfect transportation device for 
the bavarian layers of mustard and 
kraut. My favorite is the andouille, 
because I’m prone to anything spicy 
and packed with pig, but I’ve tried ev- 
ery sausage at Gestalt and they are all 
equally delicious. 

Gestalt Haus is just a cool bar. It’s 
never too crowded, it opens at noon, 
and it has more pinball than an arcade. 
There is also something about sitting 
at a bar with a hot dog and a beer that 
feels so right, like sitting on the beach 
with a Rum Runner and a spliff. It was 
simply meant to be. Then again, what 
isn’t there to love about any bar with 
a bartender who pours you a cold one 
and cooks you lunch in toaster oven? I 
hope there are many more bars like Ge- 
stalt Haus, and I can’t wait try them all.

However careworn a proverb, 
“Don't judge a book by its cover” is rather 
cryptic. Are we not to judge because only 
shallow people would read The Great 
Gatsby because of Francis Cugat’s out- 
standing cover design? Oris it because a 
lot of bad books have bad covers, but a 
small fraction don’t and it would bea 
shame to toss them? 

Maybe we should update the max- 
im to “Don't judge a bar by its name.” 
While I respect the Hotel San Francisco 
for poking a stick right in the eye of 
search-engine optimization — see if 
you can successfully Google it, I dare ya 
— it’s also not a hotel. 

While it might sound so anonymous 
as to be vaguely sinister, as if someone 
wanted to hide something behind a 
blandly legitimate-sounding business 
name, it’s quite an impressive place, 
serving food and drink for breakfast, 
lunch, and dinner. Some of the team are 
Australian, and at the risk of trafficking 
in stereotypes about residents of the 
seventh continent, those Aussies know 
how to drink. Their stated desire is to 
reignite the largely moribund tradition

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of a multiple-martini lunch on a dis- 
creet alley at the edge of the Financial 
District, and in that we wish them well. 

And not to harp at length on the 
name, but it is a roundabout allusion to 
the Hotel California — some neon art- 
work reads, “Such a Lovely Place.” Hotel 
San Francisco doesn’t have mirrors on 
the ceiling like the accommodations in 
the Eagles song, but the ones on the 
wall reflect the red-lit rear windows, 
and the bathroom is aggressively wall- 
papered with skulls. Nothing in here 
is Tiffany-twisted, and there’s no Mer- 
cedes-Benz, although this address was 
once home to Mercedes the restaurant. 
The Marriott Marquis this is not. 

But the $12 to $14 cocktail menu is 
good! Five of the stiffest classics — a 
Vesper, a Manhattan, a Sazerac — 
share real estate with less-potent orig- 
inals with names like the Lil’ J. Fox- 
glove (Aperol, rhubarb, Italian blood 
orange soda, lemon, and Licor 43) or 
the Moochie Camino (Xicaru Mezcal, 
tart cherry, cinnamon sage syrup, chi- 
potle pepper, Aperol, key lime). Missed 
lunch? Sensibly refraining from going 
overboard until knocking off for the 
day? During happy hour, there’s a daily

Hotel San Francisco’s lunch of- 
ferings are hearty enough to wrestle 
with whatever you should happen to 
drink them down with, including a 
cod bouillabaisse, potato-and-leek ag- 
nolotti, a lamb ragu with horseradish, 
and a slow-roasted pork sandwich with 
cracklins on it. Lighter dishes consist 
of kampachi crudo with fava beans and 
rhubarb, a snap pea salad, chicken 
skewers, and salt-and-pepper squid. 
Shoehorned between Chinatown and 
the FiDi, one thing you cannot accuse 
Hotel San Francisco of is an overly rig- 
id adherence to one cuisine or region. 
Totally out of left field, and cer- 
tainly not from Down Under, is an 
orange-pistachio cannoli ($12), sucha 
rare treat in a city with an ostensibly 
strong Italian heritage. Maybe they 
can teach us something about what 
we ve been missing this whole while. 
So, in short: Don’t judge a bar by 
its name. Judge it by its menu, decor, 
and vibe.

You can be forgiven for mistak- 
ing Robin Pecknold as some sort of rock 
deity dreamed up by the management of 
Rolling Stone. 

Possessing an angelic voice and 
some serious counterculture looks 
— the dude used to be a dead ringer 
for Jesus Christ — Pecknold was 
something from a different generation 
altogether when he arrived on the mu- 
sic scene in the early aughts, and Fleet 
Foxes, his band, sounded completely 
timeless. 

Although buttressed by the bur- 
geoning Freak Folk movement, Fleet 
Foxes were unique at the time, ex- 
tolling the virtues of pristinely tuned 
harmonies and gorgeous melodies. 
They felt like a secular band emulating 
the piety of a holy gospel unit. Music 
had rarely sounded this intentionally 
lovely before. Fleet Foxes were church 
for hippies, and at the centerpiece 
was Pecknold, a congenial figure who 
seemed wise well beyond his years as 
the group’s precocious bandleader (still 
a teenager when the band formed). 

As the praise and plaudits rolled 
in — Pitchfork named the group’s lush, 
layered debut album record of the year 
in 2008 — Pecknold grew increasingly 
uncomfortable with his iconic status. 
He never asked to be revered, and he 
certainly didn’t feel comfortable be- 
ing the focal point of some imagined 
movement. 

“For a while, I felt like I was on this 
crazy ride at Disneyland,” says Peck- 
nold, whose group plays at the Greek 
Theater on Friday, April 20. “It was like 
I was shot out of some tube. Every- 
thing kind of got flipped upside down. 
I just didn’t feel comfortable with how 
my life was going.” 

At the height of the group’s visi- 
bility, and following another critically 
acclaimed album, 2011’s Helplessness 
Blues, Pecknold stepped away. For the 
most part, he wanted to be a regular 
dude. He attended college — it was 
Columbia University, so he wasn’t quite 
a regular dude — travelled all over the 
world, and generally just left all the 
madness. 

It wasn’t an unprecedented move 
— plenty of musicians have sought 
comfort in the shadows — but in the 
age of ubiquitous social media, Peck- 
nold’s absence was pretty notable. For 
a solid five years, from 2012 to 2017, 
there was scant evidence of his exis- 
tence, fueling rumors that Fleet Foxes 
would be disbanding after a brief,

illustrious career. Every one of his rare 
public moments fueled speculation 
about his next move. 

And then he returned as if nothing 
had changed at all. 

Last year, Fleet Foxes released its 
third album, Crack-Up, another peer- 
less collection of 
rolling, bucolic folk. 

Filled with complex, 


“But as the years 
went on, it seems more interesting and 
necessary to have this album be in the 
lineage of the other ones.” 

With that return to form widely 
accepted, Pecknold said the group is

Despite the long 

gap between albums and the personal 

changes in his life, Pecknold managed 

to connect his discography seamlessly. 
“T thought about coming back with 

some radical remake, and I think that 

would have made sense if we only had 

a two- or three-year break between

debut album,” says 

Pecknold. “I’m really 
excited about the possibilities of step- 
ping outside our comfort zone.” 

For someone so preternaturally 
gifted, Pecknold is quick to admit 
that he still has evolving and growing 
left to do. One of the main reasons 
he cited for the band’s hiatus was the 
grueling life on the road. Spending 
six months touring left him in an al- 
most infantilized state relative to his 
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non-musician peers: While they were 
starting families and buying homes, he 
was stuck in a state of arrested devel- 
opment. 

He says that his time away from 
music taught him a lot, but not ev- 
ery question he had was answered 
— not by a longshot. In many ways, 
Pecknold’s current life is one of con- 
tradiction, exploring wild possibilities 
in the studio while playing music that 
rings familiar to his fans onstage. He’s 
embarking on a massive tour while 
understanding the inherent pitfalls of 
that accompany that lifestyle. He is a 
complicated person with flaws — es- 
sentially, a lot like the rest of us. 

“When I describe myself, I often say 
that ‘Tm not me yet, ” Pecknold says. 
“Tm not ready to say who I am and 
these are my habits. It feels like that’s 
defeatist, but it still sounds like me. 

I understand that you can’t just keep 
trying on identities all the time.” 

Yep. Robin Pecknold is just a regular 
dude after all, still trying to figure out 
things after all these years. And we are 
all fortunate for that.

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The Holy Spirit on the Dance Floor

The DJ hates you. The DJ doesn’t 
want you to come within 50 feet. The DJ 
regards any attempt at interaction as the 
moral equivalent of requesting “Baby Got 
Back” at the after-after-party. Really, 
there’s nothing more desperate than try- 
ing to meet the DJ. The DJ doesn’t want 
your love or your thanks. Make, at most, 
one second of unsmiling, ambiguous eye 
contact with a half-nod, because the DJ’s 
atria and ventricles pump not blood but 
some viscous, metalloid substance mined 
on some frigid asteroid that you've never 
even heard of because you're way too 
fucking uncool ever to talk to the DJ. 

Granted, that’s hardly a universal 
axiom of nightlife, but the experience 
is common enough. So it’s beyond 
refreshing to hear The Black Madonna 
play a set at Coachella’s Yuma tent and 
spin a disco-inflected mix of house and 
disco that envelops the audience like 
a hug from the world’s smartest cool- 
mom. (Currently on a world tour, she'll 
be playing Coachella again this week- 
end, and returning to California in May 
for Lightning in a Bottle.) 

A Kentucky native who’s lived 
in Chicago and Berlin and now lives 
in London, she has quickly risen to 
become not only a much-loved and 
respected figure on the scene, but a 
champion for the marginalized people 
who arguably need music the most. 
That makes her the antithesis of the 
cold, unapproachable figure on a dais. 

“I definitely connect with people in a 
way that a lot of DJs go out of their way 
to avoid,” she tells SF Weekly. “I want to 
show up for people and drop the curtain 
between us to some degree.” 

A high-school dropout mercilessly 
bullied for her gender-nonconforming 
appearance, The Black Madonna took 
her name from the icons of the Vir- 
gin Mary scattered at shrines across 
Europe. (Her birth name is Marea 
Stamper.) Having begun by selling 
mixtapes at raves, she became a dar- 
ling of Resident Advisor by embracing 
peaks and valleys over sonic coldness 
and minimalist noise. She founded the 
Daphne Festival, dedicated to female 
artists, and has been clamoring for 
equity in a scene long dominated by 
dudes and by people who throw around 
the word “community” yet charge $45 
at the door. 

“That’s not a fucking community,” 
she says. “It’s a show. I do both — I 
may do huge festivals, I do concerts, I 
play parties. But I don’t think it’s fair 
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The Black Madonna 


to talk about ‘community’ unless you're 
really invested in it. Especially if you 
care about women or gender non-con- 
forming people being part of the scene, 
you have to show up for them and not 
just be in the distance.” 

It’s almost as if the “community” 
has become as meaningless as “all-nat- 
ural.” 

“Yeah, and what does that mean?” 
she says. “My shit is all-natural. I fart- 
ed, and it’s all-natural.” 

Coachella has changed considerably 
in a very short time, and tensions of 
one sort or another arise when you 
have figures from the cultural un- 
derworld cheek-by-jowl with brand 
activations and assorted barfiness. 
Subcultures may even shy away from 
attention because exposure can dras- 
tically alter whatever they’ve built for 
themselves. 

“T relate to that,” she says. “Wanting 
to stay protected. It has been a weird 
transition for me to play a certain kind 
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of music that was only heard in certain 
kinds of places — and be allowed to do 
that on these more massive scales. I 
think there are always people who are 
kind of living in both worlds, these am- 
phibious types. 

“It’s a tricky situation,” she adds. “I 
think there’s always a thirst for new 
things, and the main stage will always 
be sucking the underground’s milk- 
shake a little, but there’s a way to do 
that ethically — and use that demand 
to get other kinds of people paid.” 

The 25-year veteran of the club 
scene is no longer quite the party 
animal she was, although she admits 
to a “lost weekend” or two where she 
put her husband to bed and ran amok. 
What also surprises people — although 
her moniker is certainly a clue — is 
that she’s a practicing Catholic (if a 
left-wing one). Her grandfather was a 
theologian who was friends with au- 
thor C.S. Lewis and the Trappist monk 
(and fellow Kentuckian) Thomas Mer- 


ton. He would have loved Pope Francis, 
she says. 

“I grew up in a very theological 
and philosophical household with my 
grandparents,” Stamper adds. “I lived 
with my mom and dad also, but moved 
back and forth and was brought up 
very much in the kind of intellectual 
tradition, very antiwar and anti-pov- 
erty.” 

In her travels, she’s made pilgrim- 
ages to many Black Madonna sites, 
including a trip with her mother to 
Montserrat near Barcelona, where they 
climbed to the top of the abbey to kiss 
the icon and leave prayers in a small of- 
fering room. Stamper is finely attuned 
to the parallels between a DJ set anda 
Catholic Mass, too. 

“There’s a transfiguration,’ she says. 
“There’s a kind of moment when every- 
one knows that it happens. ... When 
people ask me what I believe in, the 
way I explain it is that I’m more or less 
agnostic in a way, but the practice of 
Mass reconnects me to my core values 
about faith and mercy and forgiveness 
and all of those things, and the Holy 
Spirit is a nice way of saying that little 
voice that tells you the right thing to do 
or the magic that happens on a dance 
floor when the room comes together 
and you can't explain it, but there it is.” 

When she’s performing all over the 
world, the one thing that keeps her 
connected is a bit more secular: Rachel 
Maddow. She and her closest friends 
go online simultaneously every day to 
watch her show and chat about it, no 
matter what time zone Stamper may 
be in. Her husband is “Soviet,” so he’s 
always cautioning her that however 
bad the current president may appear 
to be, it’s almost certainly a thousand 
times worse — and Maddow’s facility 
with a whiteboard during the 23-min- 
ute A-block of her programming fills 
Stamper with a sort of holy and sta- 
bilizing joy. An avid reader, Stamper 
has assigned herself the arguably un- 
DJ-like task of finishing every book 
by a Maddow guest from the last six 
months. 

“My mom got me a massive Rachel 
Maddow poster from Library Day 
where Rachels, like, extolling the 
virtues of libraries,” she says. “’m ob- 
sessed with her. She’s totally my daddy. 
I love her so much.”

After briefly attending college in L.A., it 
didn’t take long for Nelson to realize music was his true passion, so he started 
Promise of the Real with other local musicians in 2008. Playing as the backing 
band for his father Willie’s band — and for Creedence Clearwater Revival’s 
John Fogerty — led to a collaboration with Neil Young for two studio albums, 
earning Promise of the Real the coveted spot as Young’s backing band for the 
next couple of years. The band’s debut self-titled major label album saw its re- 
lease last fall, claiming a No. 1 spot on the Americana Radio Chart. Nelson audi- 
bly has the old-school country spirit in his soul on the album, proudly 
displaying his guitar skills with his whisky-soaked voice. Nelson’s musicianship 
combined with his emotive lyricism is a nice change of pace from the

Hip-hop relies on constant experimentation, and the brutally intense punk hip- 
hop duo Ho9909 (pronounced horror) sound unlike any other artist either in 
hip-hop or punk. Rappers and longtime friends theOGM and Eaddy formed 
the group in Newark around 2012, equally influenced by figures like Bone 
Thugs-n-Harmony and Rob Zombie — and these unlikely antecedents can be 
heard in the duo’s blistering releases. Ho9909 earned a cult following with two 
thunderous EPs in the years leading up to their 2017 debut album, United 
States of Horror. It’s 45 minutes of unhinged aggression, with a sonic range that 
includes hardcore punk anthems to heavy industrial beats, with both theOGM 
and Eaddy taking turns spitting violently unforgiving bars. Although techni- 
cally a hip-hip duo, Ho9909’s mosh-friendly sound is likely to appeal to those 
who follow hardcore punk rather than hip-hop. But hip-hop fans should still 
give the duo a listen, as Ho9909’s shocking and socially critical lyricism along 
with their boisterous presence make them one of the most unique artists in ei-

Background: I, a 21-year-old male, enjoy recep- 
tive fisting. I’ve also had constipation problems all 
my life. Question: I saw my doctor recently, and he 
tried to link my enjoyment of anal sex to my consti- 
pation. (Granted, I didn t tell him EVERYTHING I 
do down there.) My understanding was that there 
was no causal relationship, assuming no serious 
injuries occur. Is there something I dont know? Was 
my doctor just trying to be helpful? 

Fearing Inner Sanctum Tarnished 


“There are many myths about anal sex, but this 
is the first time I’ve heard this one,” said Dr. Peter 
Shalit, a physician in Seattle and a member of the 
Gay and Lesbian Medical Association. 

It’s also the first time I’ve heard anyone associate 
fisting with constipation—typically when fisting 
is mentioned in the same sentence as constipation, 
FIST, it’s as a cure. But it’s a myth that fisting cures 
constipation, of course, along with anal sex being 
inherently dangerous. 

“Fisting 1s a safe activity, provided that both the 
top and bottom are sober at the time,” said Dr. Shal- 
it. “It does not cause damage or constipation or any 
other type of bowel problem. The same applies to 
other anal sexual activities including anal receptive 
intercourse (getting fucked) and use of toys (dildos, 
vibrators, etc.) for anal stimulation—again assuming 
this is voluntary on the part of the bottom and that 
both partners are not under the influence of mind-al- 
tering drugs during sexual activity.” (For safety’s 
sake, of course, buttfuckers should use condoms and 
gay and bi men get should get on PrEP.) 

While many people engage in anal play while 
under the influence of drugs or alcohol, and most 
emerge unscathed, uninfected, and un-constipated, 
FIST, getting fucked up before fisting 1s not a butt 
sex best practice. A fucked-up top can quickly be- 
come an out-of-control top, and a fucked-up bottom 
can be numb to feelings of discomfort that mean 
“slow down,” “stop and add more lube,” or “stop 
altogether.” 

Despite the fact that millions of people safely en- 
gage in anal play, many people believe that anal play 
does irreparable harm to the anus—or the soul—and 
that sadly includes many doctors. 

“There is a misconception that these activities 
can cause damage by stretching or tearing the tissue, 
when actually the anus is very elastic and much of 
the ‘permission to enter’ actually involves intention- 
al relaxation of the muscles by the bottom” and not 
force applied by the top, Dr. Shalit affirmed. (The 
top applies gentle pressure, the bottom breathes, 
relaxes, and opens up.) 

“If a person suffers from constipation, that 
should be addressed as its own problem and not 
blamed on any type of anal sexual activity,” said Dr. 
Shalit. “In addition: For obvious reasons, it’s not fun 
to bottom if you’re constipated, so it would be good 
to have this problem evaluated and treated by a non- 
judgmental health-care provider who understands 
that anal penetration—by fist, penis, or dildo—does 
not cause constipation.” 

Finally, FIST, your doctor was misinformed, 
which is not helpful. If you don’t feel comfortable 
telling your doctor EVERYTHING you’re doing 
“down there,” you can find a new doctor—one you 
can breathe, relax, and open up to (in a different 
way)—under “find a provider” at GLMA.org.

When 
she does, she enjoys it and easily climaxes while 
receiving oral sex. But her higher brain functions

Since her 
pussy is not yet fully aroused and wet, we use lube 
and I climax long before she does. She feels pleasui 
and moans, but she really does not value her own 
orgasm. But I do, and I miss seeing her climax! I 
wish I could help her overcome her body issues—bi 
when I “use my words,” she feels pressured and 
can t relax. Iam at a loss. Please help! 

Loves Inhibited Carnal Killjoy 


You could go with a grand, romantic, and slight! 
demented gesture, LICK: clean the toilet and then 
stick your head in it to make a point about cleanli- 
ness making all the difference—and since the vagir 
is a self-cleaning organ and your girlfriend showers 
(so her labia, clit, taint, and butt are clean), you 
should be able to stick your nose down there. 

Or you could use your words—but don’t use 
them when you’re about to have sex, LICK. Do it a 
a neutral time (a time when you can’t have sex), so 
she doesn’t feel like you’re attempting to initiate by 
raising the subject.
